George Mitchell was unanimously 
acclnlmcd C.C.P. provincial candi- 
date for York North riding at a 
York North Constituency Associa- 
tion meeting held last . Thursday 
evening in Mechanics* hall. Aurora, 
under »hc chairmanship ot William 
McFnrlano. 

Mr. Mitchell thanked the mem- 
bers present for the acclamation 
that he had received and assured 
the gathering that he would con- 
tinue to fight for a betterment of 
social and economic conditions. He 
also stated that. In his opinion, it 
had never at any time In the 
history of the world been more 
necessary than now that represen- 
tatives of the people should be pre- 
pared to fight for progressive leg- 
islation nnd for a policy, both 
national and International, that 
would develop the kind of trade 
relations that would, In the first 
instance, find markets for our 
agricultural and industrial products 
nt prices that would enable our 
people to maintain a better stand- 
ard of living than has been possible 
In the past. * 

"It will he necessary for the 
governments of the future to plan 
for a Canadian economy rather than 
to leave such matters to a few so- 
called rugged Individualists who 
ore only primarily concerned with 
their own welfare as against the 
welfare of the greater numbers of 
Ihe people." Mr. Mitchell said. "If 
these Things are not accomplished 
then the sacrifices of the members 
ot our armed forces would again 
have been in vain. It is unthink- 
able that we will once more permit 
ourselves to drift back during the 
post-war years to conditions such 
as maintained for mtmy years after 
the last war." 

Mr. Mitchell said that it Was his 
firm conviction that In the foith- 
comlng election campaigns It would 
be definitely a fight between the 
C.C.K. and the philosophy of old 
parties'. It would be necessary for 
the people to vote for this Fnrmcr- 
l-nbor Party if they wished to avoid 
a return of conditions maintaining 
previous to the outbreak of the 
war, he said, nnd that if either of 
the old putties were returned to 
power, either piovlncinlly or feder- 
ally, that it wns inevitable that 
large numbets of our citizens 
would again Join the ranks of the 
unemployed.

While a nation and its friends mourned the 
passing of a great man, President Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt was laid to rest at Hyde Park.

However wisely he shaped the 
policies of his country at home, no one will ever 
forget the swift and incisive manner in which he 
acted to restore the confidence of a nation at the 
edge of economic anarchy. The same, sure action 
he showed then, he showed in later crisis. He did 
not falter. 

In his passing, Canada has lost a true friend 
and neighbor and Canadians everywhere join in 
universal mourning. There are few of us indeed 
who do not feel a sense of personal loss.

A community recreation program can be of a 
lasting benefit to Newmarket, not only in the 
sense (hat it would provide pleasure and 'enjoyr 
merit, but in the larger sense that it would foster 
unity and fellowship in the Community. Here is 
an opportunity when the citizens of Newmarket 
can work together for the community. Here is 
an opportunity to lay the foundation of a sense 
ot community endeavor which will bring to New- 
market the benefits and advantages which are 
denied us as long as we permit ourselves to be 
divided by petty. dissensions and differences. 

It is evident thai the emphasis of .the proposed 
community program will be placed on athletics 
only rather than on a wider range of activity 
which would include crafts, hobbies, drama and 
music societies, discussion groups and so on. 
Those tilings will come later. It is to the advan- 
tage of those sponsoring the project to build on 
what now eixsts, to integrate the present facilities 
rather than try to create new ones. If we can 
learn to use what we have, we will bo* in a better 

position to add as the need arises. 

No one has ever completely tapped the energy 
of a responsive community spirit, that sense of 
unity and co-operation in achieving a common 
end. But there Is evidence of what can be done 
when there arc a determined few ready to act. 
An entire community, working in concert, could 
accomplish more than we would dream. If the 
citizens of Newmarket give this project the sup- 
port it deserves, it will bo a resounding success. 



COUNTRY CORRESPONDENTS 



Hie least mentioned but most important mem- 
bers of the weekly newspaper staff arc the coun* 
try correspondents.

That Is 
where the country correspondent Is like no other. 
Ho has worlds enough and more. 
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ON HAVING THE *FLU 



On Monday It was a snuffle and a tickle In the 
throat. Tuesday brought the odd sneeze. Wed- 
nesday featured the constant use of a handker- 
chief and Thursday saw us In bed with a 
temperature and a self diagnosis of 'flu. We were 
not particularly surprised. In fact, hod wo 
etcaped It when everyone else wos suffering 
from It, wc would have thought ourselves anti- 
social, Now wo will bo able to compare notes 
with tho best of them at the next blood donor 
clinic. 

Havinj; the 'flu Is a common enough experience 
but It never loses its distinctive character and be- 
comes Just another Illness. When you have the 



'flu, you are just sick enough to command every 
attention and not too sick that you can't enjoy 
the care you get The 'flu is the poor man's ill- 
ness. He doesn't need a high priced specialist to 
treat it for him but he has as much enjoyment in 
discussing it as the upper crust has with its 
"nerves." We speak only of the milder form of 
'flu, the one the doctor prescribes for by saying: 
"Take these drops up your nose and go to bed 
for a few days and get a good rest." The more 
virulent form' of 'flu is no occasion for levity. 

Coming as it usually does, at the turn of a 
season, a mild touch of the 'flu is an excellent 
opportunity for some reflection on the past and 
planning for the future. For example, we re- 
solved to accomplish some of those household 
chores which have been dogging us through the 
winter although it is doubtful whether it would 
be worthwhile, now that spring is here. We did 
bring our correspondence up to date and were 
able to read a book given us for Christmas but 
which we hadn't opened except to read the last 
few pages.

EDITORIAL PAGES 



The extent of the influence of the editorial 
page is often subject to debate among editors and 
laynK-n alike. An editor naturally likes to feel 
thai iJj editorials are as well read as any part of 
his n^v.spaper. After all, the subscribers would 
be reading his opinions and that is sugar enough 
for any man's ego. Polls show, however, that 
only about one-third of the readers read editorial 
pages. 

The editorial page commands a goodly share of 
the editor's attention. It is the one place in his 
newspaper where he is free to state his opinion; 
elsewhere, he is subject to the same restrictions 
of absolute impartiality and news value that his 
reporters and news agencies are. For example, 
he may publish on his front page a speech which 
in his opinion is utter nonsense but which he 
recognizes as possessing sufficient news value to 
warrant publishing. In the news report, there is 
no indication of his feelings about the speech. In 
an editorial, however, he is free to say it is non- 
sense. Is that opinion heeded by the reader? 
The editor persists in thinking so but statistics 
are against him. 

It is difficult to say why the editorial page has 
lost so much of its popularity and prestige. The 
Winnipeg Free Pvcss is often cited for the popu- 
larity of its editorial page but it is questionable 
whether the page owes its readers to the bril- 
liance of its editorial opinion or to its feature 
editorial writers, who write apart from the 
editorials. 

Another consideration is the attilude taken to- 
wards editorials by various editors. In the larger 
dailies, for example, the editorial appears more as 
a piece of high pressure salesmanship, calculated 
to sell an opinion or idea, instead of the presenta- 
tion of an opinion for consideration. Few readers 
will stand up to the strain of this constant pres- 
sure unless they agree with what is being sold. 

The editorial as it is written and understood in 
rural weeklies, however, is more in the nature of 
the expression of an opinion by the editor. It is 
offered to the readers for consideration. If they 
agree, that is fine. If they don't, well, there is 
no harm done. In fact the editor would rather 
welcome the disagreement because in threshing 
out the two sides, both he and the reader come 
closer to the truth.

In Passing 



The first newspaper published in Canada was 
the Halifax Gazette, in 1752. The second paper 
to be published was the Quebec Gazette, in 1764. 
The Quebec paper wos published in both French 
and English and in its first edition, the editor 
wrote in part: "Our intention to please the whole, 
without offence to any individual, will be better 
evinced by our practice than by writing volumes 
on the subject. This one thing we beg may be 
believed, that party prejudice, or private scandal, 
will never find a place in this paper."

Tho early spring and fine growing weather 
makes it very evident how much Newmarket and 
district would have prospered had steps been 
taken to renovate and reorganize the market dur- 
ing the winter.

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RRANGl-MKNTS have been made by the Ontario Government for members of all the 
. m. Armed Services overseas to vole in the coming Ontario election by placing a ballot in 
a ballot box for die candidate of their own choice. The arrangements which have been 
completed for the Ontario vote are the best which have yet been made for any Active Service 
vote. The Government, however, can only make the arrangements for taking the vote. 
What is equally important is that those who are overseas know the name of the candidates, 
the party they are supporting and have a sufficiently clear picture of the issues to decide how 
they should vote. That can only be done if those at home supply them with information. 
May I strongly urge every wife, mother, father, sister, brother or friend of those overseas to 
write and tell them all they can about the coming Ontario election. By clippings from 
newspapers, by editorial comment, and by personal explanation, a clear understanding can 
be given of what is really at stake in this Ontario election. 

One of the things which will cause the greatest difficulty in the minds of those oversea!, 
particularly those who live in large cities, is to determine which Riding they live in. Maps 
will be available, but even the best map sometimes leaves doubt when the voter has been 
away from home for a long time, or as is true in so many cases has never toted before. 
This difficulty will be increased because of the difference between the boundaries of 
Dominion and Provincial Ridings. 

1 would suggest that you write immediately by airmail, to all with whom joo are in com- 
munication and tell them the Riding in which they live and give them what information 
you can about the party and the candidate in the Riding where they are entitled to vote. 

I should mention that every member of the Armed Forces overseas of any age is entitled to 
vote. They, above all others have the right to vote. They have preserved for us that free 
system of Government which depends upon the choice of our own representatives. Our 
job here at home is not orily to make sure that they have the chance to vote but also to do 
everything possible to make sure that they are able to vote with knowledge of the real 
issues in the election. , 

For the sake of convenience, I am suggesting that you simply cutout this message and address 
tr to someone overseas giving the information required. Each one of us here at home has 
• responsibility to help them to choose the Government which will have so much to do with 
their future in the years of peace. May 1 again urge you to write at once, by airmail, 
not only 10 those closest to you but to as many as you know in any of the services outside 
of Canada. Tell them what Provincial Riding they reside in at home— then the name of 
the candidate and any further inforraadon you can supply.

There dfo several reasons for 
continuing to diink after the first 
experience. The first Is likely to 
he physiological, tho dehydrating 
effect upon tho lining of the mouth 
which creates iv thirsty sensation. 
The second reason Is psychological; 
namely, the slight narcotic effect 
of the drink In regard to worry, 
responsibility and fatigue which 
makes tho drinker think he feels 
"bettor" because he feel* less the 
concern for the hour. Tho third 
reason for Indulgence In Intoxicants 
Is probably the natural desire to rc- 
experlence a pleasant sensation re- 
gardtcft* of the after effects. 

Alcohol tiffed.** fltst those hrnln 
cells whore nro located the functions 
of self-control and judgment. Kuch 
time the dcllcnto structure of 
these cells Is Impaired nnd their 
functions thereby overcome, there 
Is loss resistance to meet the next 
Impulse. Tho caalent way to ho 
rid of tho consequent mental and 
physical dlficomforts Is to drink 
again and to keep them away hy 
drinking often. Drinkers' testify 
that It is easier to refrain from tak- 
fng the first drink (while control 
and Judgment are unimpaired) than 
to refuse the second drink after tho 
first Is taken (the dehydrating 
effect). They also testify that the 
third Is eagerly desired because of 
tho impairment of self-control and 
Judgment. U Is foolish to counsel 
"moderation" In the use of a sub- 
stance whose first effect J» to 
weaken the self-control, tho power 
to stop. Sir William Oiler, In an 
address to a Yale graduating class I 
said: "As moderation is very ban! I 
to reach, anil as It hns been abund- 
antly shown Ihnt the best of mental 
nnd physical work may be done 
without alcohol In any form, the 
safest rule Is "nbsllnonco". While 
not every moderate drinker becomes 
an addict, every heavy user was 
onco a moderate drinker. 

The weak point In the argument 
"no harm if used moderately" \n 
thfl word "if. The number of 
people who have been unahlo to 
take alcoholic liquors "modorntely" 
Is large enough to make alcoholism 
one of tho four great health scourg- 
es and. one of the three great 
social evils. 

Much of the battle against the 
use of alcohol consists In success- 
fully refusing the first drink. '

For some time now there has 
fceert no mention of prisoners of 
-war. But on Tuesday of this week 
ther* was a tiny item, in the daily 
paper which said that already two- 
thir<±s of the prisoners of war had 
fc^on liberated and were in Eng- 
land. . 

Everybody wa3 asking everybody 
else why no mention was made of 
a subject so close to all our hearts. 
We concluded that it must be that 
they bad been driven so far into 
the interior that their exact loca- 
tion waa not known, especially as 
a letter came from the department 
of national defence telling the next 
of kin not to send any more individ- 
ually addressed, parcels to prisoners 
of war since their whereabouts 

were unknown and that as soon a3 
any newt of them had been re- 
ceived word would be sent. 

Well, no more word has been sent 
and no news appeared in the papers 
until this week. Of course, rumors 
have been frying around pretty 
freely but up to Tuesday, there was 
nothing but that tiny news item. I 
sincerely hope that before this is 
printed on Thursday something 
definite will be forthcoming. 

Every three months the next of 
fcln were sent a label from the 
government which allowed them to 
send a parcel to their prisoner of 
war. Of course, that has been dis- 
continued since February. On the 
whole, those next of kin parcel* 
were delivered to the one to whom 
it was addressed. The Red Cross 
saw to it that the parcels travelled 
safely and they do all that is in 
their power to help mothers of 
prisoners of war to send good 

parcels, but once at the border. I 
understand, it is up to the German 
postal service. The parcels are 
searched for hidden weapons and 
forbidden articles. Of course, only 
certain things are allowed In the 
parcels' and If anything else has 
been included, it would give the 
enemy a chance to confiscate the 
whole parcel. 

I am wondering about letters and 
I have come %o the conclusion that

Roy F. Hicks. The anthem was 
one of the late president's favor- 



ile hymns, and the congregation 
stood in devout respect during 
the special prayer. 

"We received a serious blow, 
with the news of the death of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt," de- 
clared Rev. Roy Hicks. 'There 
is a sense of loss in our lives 
and we in Canada feel a loss and 
loneliness as keenly as any free- 
dom loving people can. We have 
lost a great friend and a good 
neighbor. We always felt safe 
for the future with the knowl- 
edge he was there. Victory in 
Europe was most assuredly 
known to him, and the high 
hopes of a break-up of the 
enemy in the Orient was also en- 
visioned by him. He died not 
having received the promises 
but having seen them afar off, 
promises not only of victory, but 
of world peace and security, and 
was persuaded of Uiem and of 
the world security conference. 
The pity is that he could not 
have lived to have guided even 
more the coming San Francisco 
conference. As his spirit rises 
through the Golden Gates to the 
Father's care, may his influence 
spread and permeate through the 
Golden Gate conference on the 
west coast, that his influence 
may enhearten the people of the 
world and security and peace Ik*
